4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest the combination that would teach a firearm 
cartridge case, method of making the cartridge case and gun chamber sized and 
configured to house the cartridge case, the cartridge case having an cartridge neck 
interior diameter which defines a ratio of the cartridge body interior diameter to the 
cartridge neck interior diameter which is in the range from about 1.8:1 to 2.3:1 , wherein 
initiation of the cartridge propellant by means of a primer causes formation of a 
propellant plug having a diameter that is approximately the diameter of the bullet, and 
wherein the cartridge shoulder is connected to the cartridge neck at an angle of 
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approximately 40 degrees or more w hich causes the propellant plug to shear free from 
unburned propellant that is disposed adjacent the relatively straight-walled body portion .
